C. Brown & Co., wary exxmplert.dy d.->- 
molished, wUhin an hour aft>r an 
idarni of fire was sounded at 8 o'clock 
Wodnueday evening, emtailling a loss 
V r.hat wil b) in oxc •as o fflHO.OOO. 
Within a few mlivul.-s afiter the lire 
el^partment was on the scene, the 
Pierson block was a inais of flaml^s 
and It was sesen that the huildlrg 
eould not be save;d. Tli,» fir ‘m >n 
fought d.apeeratoly ito confine the fire 
to one euUion of the store, but It 
bad gained sueih a h adwny that the 
.iffort prov d futile^. 

Within half an hour after the fir • 
was dlscov.H-ed, the rcof and flexors 
in the> building b>^n falling auel 
shortly^ afteruvard the uii«u|irort- 
tsd walls, rising a shivec tweivty feot 
above the smaller building of Frank 
C. Brown & Co.'s store wore sei>n 
to waver for a mom -nt, and then to 
fall outward, crashing Utrough the 
i e»f of the smaller building and r - 
ilucing thf) entire rft’ir ■ to a i>ll ■ of 
^ blazing debris. 

A high wind blowing from on th • 
rlvtiT cut of Uiv nopth'Vest nnvde the 
fire tfh extr >miJy fherce one, and 
duspiite* the fight made by th i 'Ir - 
y men, they wure unable to b>)at back 
the flanves and could do Uttla oihor 
than to hold the fire within thecon- 
riaee of the Pl Tson building, and 
( jirsvent the longuua of flame 
that leaped from the windows from 
bridging Sioond street and r sichlng 
> the dotiartmeuit ston« of Andenson 
and .McAtc', Lyd:lane ft Hay. 

The building otx-ulM d by the PI tr- 
son store was u thr.\)-e:ory block 
in three d qiartnients and was one 
of '^he finest and bist business hous' s 
In the city. It having been ert)ot<)d 
only a few yeaia ago, and the Inti-r- 
ior having been refirjlsbod only a 
>Mar ago, following the fire which 
wrought such damage to the l>ier- 
•son store on August I.*), 1909. The 
building was valued at approxl- 
inaitely $30,000 by ,Mr. A. J. Mltcb’dl 
the owner who stated last night that 
ho had alx>ut $18,000 Insurance on it. 

The terrific h,At of the fire brok'» 
tho glass in tho windows of both .Mc- 
Atoe, Lyddaue and Kay's store and 
the Audorson Daylight store, and was 
so great thnt the big plate glass 
windows In tbu fronts of each of the 
Stores were broken. The glass In 
the show windows of Hardwick's 
Jowelry store was also cracked. 

Tb« origin of the fli-e Is not known 
^ as the butlding was occupied until 
. 6 o'clock when all of the clerks Lift 

th« store and the doors were closed 
by the beads of the departments. It 
rsqiilrcd those remaining In the s’jore 
iNit a short itimj ot comptae bier 
work and shortly aflUr six o'clock 
I the store was entirely dasort vL 

Just where the flanus originated 
is not known, but it Is generally be- 
lieved btey started In the millinery 
dupartment on the second floor of 
the east section of iibe building, 
quick spreading of tthe various 

other departments. How the tire 

MttBXud Is not known, but as the 
stock In the millinery department 
wss comtHutfid of delloaite and 

fUmsy fsbrlos It required but a fjw 
moineniU for Uvat outdire seotlon to 
be in flames. 

Tho three stoi t rooms, on each 
floor were connected by large arch- 
wayd, giving the flames every access 
to the various sections ot the store.

When Its Owner Dealt the Cards Are 
an Op.n Dock. 

A curious ring soon rwcntly Is one 
that belongs to ii gnniblor. one of the 
most famous etird players in the lliiit' 
cd States. It Is a heavy gold Imnil iif- 
fiilr and is exactly Hvo-cighilis of nn 
Inch wide. Running around the hand 
in such 11 way ns to i-innpiclely circle 
It Is a row of five small slguets. K.ich 
one of (hose Is workisl In gold In llie 
form of II shield These shields are 
pollsinsi on ihcir surface and lieiir no 
marking of any sort. 

inside tho ring and groorcsl Into it> 
outer circle Is nnolher gold circle 
When the ring Is put on the o()crator's 
finger liy n sllglit movement it Is |his- 
sllile to slide the untsido band iiruiind 
on the Inner one. The Insiunt this Is 
done from under one of the small 
shields appears ii ininnie mirror. This 
mirror Is u scant qiiaricr inch In diam- 
eter. 

When the operator sits In at n game 
of cards he wears the ring on the liitle 
linger of his right liand. 

Wlien he slides ilie card.s off tlio pack 
MS he deals this little mirror comes di 
rec'tly under the curd that Is being 
dealt, 'i'lie dealer, looking down lit his 
hands ns he deals. k(s.‘s ouch card iis It 
comes off the pack. lie knows each 
curd that tic has dealt and exactly 
who has the curd. 

•\s (he denier puts the pack down by 
a movement either slow or fast it Is a 
perfectly simple inaiter to give the 
ring a slight nil>. sliding it back into 
Its original posiiiun. 'Tbe mirror, even 
when It Is exiNised. Is always on the 
inside of the hand and concealed from 
every one. After long practice it l.s 
possible to pull every curd off the pack 
In sucb a manner ibal It will n-llect in 
the exact center of the mirror.— Bostuu 
Post.
